I have read several Connecticut newspapers for the 178^«89 
period and I have you to thank both for the habit of read- 
ing newspapers and for having one microfilm sent to me. 
Naturally, I found wonderful material which I am writing 
up on the operation of the Connecticut Mint. 

In order to help your future writings along I thought you 
would be interested in the article in the May 29 , 1786 
Connecticut Courant where dies for counterfeiting guineas 
and dollars were found on a ship in the harbor and six men 
were caught. On January 12, 1789, in the same newspaper, 
there is another capture of counterfeit dollars and dies. Do 
you want me to continue to look for this type of thing while 
I am looking for matters concerning copper coinage? 

I really hit the jackpot on one of the newspapers in finding 
that the Fugio coppers were coined in New York rather than 
in New Haven as everyone has thought up until now. 

You seem to have available much more complete and current 
data on the location of microfilms of early newspapers.
